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MORE FOXES 





One of the inexorable facts of sporting life is that there can be no fox- 
hunting without foxes. All the time and money which we put into the ac- 
quisition of horses, hounds, equipment, panelling and the special skills 
which go with them, are relatively useless unless hounds can find foxes at 
the right times and in the right places. This means red foxes. Although 
the grey species will, on occasion, run straight enough to afford good sport, 
particularly after being hunted regularly, their ordinary course brings 
little enthusiasm to the hearts of those who ride to hounds. Red foxes were 
originally native only to our northern hunting countries, but the descen- 
dents of imports from England made over 200 years ago, and from the 
north and west made more recently, now flourish throughout the south. 

The supply of foxes depends upon just the same factors as the supply 
of other game—on protection, food, cover and freedom from disease. Good 
landowner relations are the fundamental basis of protection. If farmers 
are whole heartedly behind the hunt, they will see to it that foxes are not 
shot, trapped or poisoned, even in sections where state or local authorities 
pay a bounty on them. Conversely no amount of legislation protecting 
foxes will be of any real effect unless individual landowners are behind it. 

The principal reason why the British Isles support a fox population so 
much larger per square mile than this country is abundance of food: Eng- 
land and Ireland are great grass countries with a high population of field 
mice. The preservation of game, with professional gamekeepers, is carried 
out intensively and on a scale unknown in the United States and Canada. 
Most important of all it is regular practice to put out food for foxes so as 
to tide them over periods when their natural food is scarce—a practice 
which many hunts in this country are now following with great success. 

Many North American hunts suffer from an over abundance of cover. 
from, woodlands so extensive that it is difficult either to see hounds or to 
get a fox away. Nevertheless many of the smaller coverts in these and 
other hunting countries—coverts ideally adapted to sport—do not hold 
foxes because they have no surrounding fencing to protect them from be- 
ing constantly disturbed by dogs, cattle and other livestock. Many British 
hunts surround their gorse coverts with small mesh wire that keeps out 
everything but the foxes which dig under it. 
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Studies carried out by the Con- 
servation Departments of Michigan 
and New York have shown that 
foxes commonly travel long dis- 
tances—25 to 100 miles or more. 
Artificial stocking is unnecessary 
since as many foxes as a country 
can support will come into it once 
adequate protection, food and cover 
have been established. The use of a 
trappers’ lure during the mating 
season can often accelerate the pro- 
cess, by the way. Stocking can only 
be justified as an emergency mea- 
sure when the fox population of an 
entire area has been wiped out by 
disease—by rabies, distemper or en- 
cephalitis. Any foxes imported 
should, of course, be inoculated 
against these plagues before being 
released. 

The fact is that many a blank day 
or long draw is due, not to bad scent 
or bad luck, but to failure to look 
after our foxes. Certainly we should 
be able to provide them with some 
of the same sort of care we give our 
hounds and horses, and on a twelve 
months basis at that.

Without this top-bracket quartet, Bo- 
hemia Stable’s Ambehaving appeared to be 
as near a certainty as one can find on the 
racetrack, 

It wasn’t his day though, 

John A. Morris’s Missile raced into an 
early lead and never was headed, Green- 
tree Stable’s Cohoes held down the second 
spot for the entire trip and when Ambehav- 
ing got to moving he couldn’t quite catch 
the place horse. 

Missile, second choice in the wagering, 
paid $11.00 to those who believe that odds- 
on choices are made to be beaten. 

Somebody made a small (percent- 
agewise) profit on Ambehaving. Of the 
$78,068 wagered in the third slot, $66, 
759 was bet on the colt. Those whopoured 
it into the show hole collected ten per cent 
on their money, which any building assoc- 
iation director will tell you is mighty fine 
interest. 

Missile, on the basis of earlier exhib- 
itions, seemed to be the horse most likely 
to run second, He won the Flash at Sara- 
toga, and the Babylon at Belmont, but he 
was rather well trounced by Ambehaving 
in Jamaica’s Remsen. 

A son of War Relic-Inajiffy, by *Hel- 
iopolis, Missile earned $71,235 on Nov- 
ember 24, to bring his total to $147,344. 
He has 6 wins, 4 seconds and 1 third in 
16 starts. 

W. C. Stephens trains him and Pete An- 
derson had the mount in the Pimlico Fut- 
urity. 

Mr. Morris bought the chestnut colt 
at Keeneland last season for $11,000, 
Crown Crest Farm bred Missile. 

The Pimlico Special, Thanksgiving 
Day, went according to form. Summer Tan, 
the choice at 9 to 10, was the easy winner, 
with Midafternoon, second choice, finish- 
ing second, Find and Third Brother were 
next in line as the horses passed under the 
wire.

As the pair 
swung around the curve for home, Jockey 
Dave Erb gave Summer Tan the word and 
the four-year-old colt drew away. 

Midafternoon moved past Find and beat 
that one for second by 3 1/2 lengths, but 
still was a hopeless three lengths back of 
Summer Tan at the end of the trail. 

The race was worth $35,000 to Mrs. 
John W. Galbreath, owner of Summer Tan. 


She bred the son of *Heliopolis -Miss 
Zibby, by Omaha. If you note in the past 
performances that the breeder is listed as 
Mrs. Russel A. Firestone, don’t let it 
worry you. That was Mrs. Galbreath’s 
name before she married Mr, Galbreath, 

Summer Tan won two races before the 
Special, the Vosburgh and Gallant Fox 
Handicaps. He demonstrated his versatil- 
ity in his wins. The Vosburgh is at seven 
furlongs, the Gallant Fox at | 5/8 miles 
and the Special at a mile and three-six- 
teenths. 

He has been second 7 times this season, 
besides his wins.

CADMIUM OXIDE FOR WORMS 

Columnist Oscar Otis reports that R. 
Scott Jackson, D. V. M., superintendent of 
Steve Hammond’s Greenacres Farm at 
Chino, California, has recently completed 
a two-year experiment on the control of 
ascarids (white worms) with cadmium ox- 
ide in place of highly toxic carbon disul- 
phide now commonly used and administer- 
ed with a tube. Dr. Jackson has found that 
doses of 45 grams, 15 grams per day for 
younger horses, and 80 grams in 20 gram 
doses for older horses, provide safe and 
completely satisfactory results when mix- 
ed in the feed. Horses eat cadmium oxide 
with relish and it is completely non-toxic.

ARCARO ON WEIGHT 

In an address recently delivered by 
Eddie Arcaro before the National Press 
Club in Washington, D. C,, the U. S. Num- 
ber 1 Jockey said: ‘‘Up to 115 lbs. weight 
doesn’t mean much, but after that it real- 
ly tells, particularly in distance races. 
You may ask why 130 Ibs. should be the 
limit. I can only tell you that it seems 
to be the breaking point. Of course, there 
have been horses who have carried it 
successfully, but there are exceptions to 
every rule. As you know the handicappers 
assign weight which is carried by means 
of lead blocks dropped into slots in the 
saddlecloth. Some trainers have said that 
they prefer to have a heavy. boy in a big 
race so that he can shift the weight around 
as he moves, butI believe that dead weight, 
tied down, is much less tiring on the 
horse. Take a look at Shoemaker. He 
weighs about 95 pounds stripped and the 
valets often stagger out with 15 or 20 
pounds of lead. Yet he rides as many 
winners as anyone. When I went to France 
recently, too, the best rider over there 
was a young boy who weighed only about 
the same as Shoe, They carry more weight 
over there than they do here, too; yet 
this boy won plenty of races with dead 
weight tied down,”

CENTRAL HANDICAPPING OFFICE 

In arecent issue of ‘‘The Blood Horse”’, 
J. A. Estes criticizes competitive handi- 
capping on the ground that since we havea 
number of handicappers in this country 
connected with various race tracks, the 
impression is given that the tracks com- 
pete for the attraction of a champion race 
horse by handicapping him at relatively 
low weights. Mr. Estes points out that the 
British Turf, over 100 years ago, met this 
situation by putting all handicapping under 
the direction of one man. Due to the com- 
plexity and extent of racing inthis country, 
he suggests a central handicapping office 
uninfluenced by race track management. 
Commenting on the above, NelsonDunstan 
of Triangle Publications says: ‘‘This 
charge is vicious and malicious unless it 
can be proved. We challenge ‘“The Blood 
Horse”’ to prove it. We are certain itcan- 
not. If ‘*The Blood Horse”’ believes this to 
be true, it should print the supporting evi- 
dence. Why not list some races in which 
handicapping is done ’for the business 
office’?””

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Hunting Pace Event 


Saturday, November 10th, was abright 
windy day, perfect for NorfolkHunt’s third 
annual Hunting Pace Event. Despite the 
lure of football games and the holiday 
week-end, twenty-three riders turned out 
to compete for the George Lewis, Jr. 
Memorial Cups, given by Mrs. George 
Lewis, Jr. in memory of her husband, be- 
loved sportsman and at the time of his 
death four years ago, Secretary of the Nor- 
folk Hunt Club, 

Ten of the riders were juniors, ranging 
in age from two sixteen-year- olds down to 
an eleven, Names were drawn by lot, pair- 
ing a junior with an adult whenever poss- 
ible.

IRISH HORSE SPORTS 


(Issued by the Irish Tourist Information 
Bureau). 

During the past four or five years, Ire 
land has been achieving a record popular- 
ity among American tourists. As befits a 
country with Ireland’s rich sporting heri- 
tage , there is adefinite emphasis on sports 
and outdoors events: the Irish Hunting 
season, now in full swing, continues until 
mid-April. Readers of The Chronicle, who 
have read the many features on Irish hunt- 
ing by Stanislaus Lynch, will, we are sure, 
need little reminder of the superb facili- 
ties offered by Ireland to the visiting fox 
hunter. 

There are eighty-five recognized packs 
of hounds in Ireland - a startlingly high 
number for such a small country - divided 
into two staghound packs, thirty-two fox 
hound packs, forty-one harrier packs and 
ten recognized packs of beagles, In addition 
there are scores of other packs throughout 
the country which are followed on foot, such 
as Kerry beagles, foot harriers, drag- 
hounds and otter hounds, 

Hunting districts vary considerably and 
the visitor can easily arrange to go out 
with several packs, over much varied ter- 
rain, in many different parts of Ireland,

For those who have only a limited time at 
their disposal, it is best to make their 
headquarters in some of the cities or big 
towns. If Dublin, for example, is chosen, 
there are eight packs of hounds within a 
short radius. Some of these hunt two, three 
and four days a week and, quite frequently, 
a visitor can hunt on all seven days of the 
week, 

During the past year, several of the 
transatlantic airlines have cooperated with 
travel agents in promoting ‘‘Hunting 
Tours” to Ireland and the idea is ‘‘going 
over” in a big way, with more and more 
Irish Hunts playing host to U. S, guests. 
Usually, the quite inexpensive package 
tour offered by the airlines and agents in- 
cludes round-trip fare New York to Shan- 
non, full use of a self-drive car for the 
tour period, first-class hotel accommod- 
ations, horses for each hunt visited, valet- 
ing services and even tips. Since hunting 
takes place at a period when other tourist 
traffic is at its slackest, visitors have 
little or no difficulty in getting just the 
desired type of accommodations, 

Shortly after the close of the hunting 
season there is the Dublin Spring Show, 
which in 1957 will be held during the week 
May 6 to 11. Second only to the Dublin 
Horse Show, the Spring Show includes a 


large-scale Industrial Fair and agricult- 
ural Exhibition and bloodstock sales that 
attract worldwide attention. Throughout 
Spring Show Week there is a constant 
round of parties, banquets and receptions. 

Horse racing occupies the sports spot- 
light during the two mild and sunny months 
of June and July. While August, of course, 
is Dublin Horse Show month. This is the 
show of shows, for which the American 
horse-lover foregoes the blue grass of 
Kentucky for the green grass of Ireland, 
to participate in the events, to bid for Ir- 
ish hunters and Thoroughbred yearlings 
against buyers from all over the world, 
and to join in a dizzy whirl of social act- 
ivity. The major event of the show is the 
international military jumping contest for 
the Aga Khan Trophy, the biggest, most 
valuable and most sought after of all horse 
show trophies. A trade fair and a flower 
show round out the daytime activities at 
the show. 

The racing calendar continues through 
September and October, the flat season 
ending with the two great fall classics, the 
Irish Cambridgeshire and the Irish Ces- 
arewitch. Steeplechasing, of course, con- 
tinues through November, December and 
into January, and the formal hunting seas- 
on opens at the beginning of November.

November 10, 1956. The fixture was 
at Hahn’s Lazy Daisy Farm, with a field 
of about thirty. Huntsman Lasher crossed 
the road and put his ten couple into the old 
Mott place, This was where the U.S. E. T. 
Field Trials were held last year and many 
of Gen. Bradford’s tricky jumps remain. 
Fortunately none are on fence lines andso 
may be by-passed. 

Heading east for Rock Creek swamp, 
the pack fanned out but expected nothing in 
the close-cropped sheep pasture. A few 
late arrivals cut across after a pink coat 
on the left flank, to find themselves behind 
one of the whips who was riding rather 
wide. The whip didn’t see the big bushy 
tail who had trotted out of the swamp as 
hounds were still exploring the other side. 
The fox crossed immediately behind the 
whip in good view of those whowere follow- 
ing. With a moment’s allowance to permit 
the fox to establish his line, a few whoops 
from the viewers summoned huntsman and 
pack, but the time lost in getting around 
the swamp gave the quarry a good start 
before the line was found. The fox looped 
once in the sheep pasture and once around 
Hahn’s barn before he straightened out for 
a long run to theeast, This pretzel- shaped 
manoevre split the pack in groups for a 
while as lead hounds and their pals tried 
to unwind the knotted scent. 

As the eye of a hurricane progresses 
in a fixed direction regardless of the rot- 
ative winds, so the hunt as a mass went 
eastward eben though hounds and riders 
milled through Beresford’s sugar bush in 
a confusion of breaking branches. 

At Metamora, unless one knows the 
country well, it is smart to ride on the 
tail of someone who does. But on this Sat- 
urday, things developed so quickly that a 
great flanking exodus tothe east occurred, 
so that many of the riders were finding 
unknown panels. We were happy that Mr. 
Beresford is on our Board of Governors, 
for he inherited a winter’s supply of kind- 
ling wood at the expense of farm gates and 
hickory rails. The veterans stood fast and 
observed; the eager beavers charged off 
the mileage. 

Huntsman and first flight riders kept 
with hounds as far as Barber Road, but 





here the pack was able tocontinue straight 
on, while horses had to detour south in 
order to cross Rock Creek at the culvert. 
Then east again through farmer Goferth’s 
sheep, with Dennis the Menace pumping 
up the steep hills and sailing over the rails 
under Huntsman Lasher, closely followed 
by Miss Nichols and Mrs. Lovell, both 
screaming at the laggard hounds to make 
way. 

Some of the conservatives, seeking an 
easier route, followed a cowpath across 
Mrs. Rucker’s bottom, converging with the 
rest at Casey corner just intime tosee the 
field- master’s young horse, who had been 
tiring, take a bad peck atasetof bars. Mr. 
Colman rolled handily with the fall, avoid- 
ing a pair of subscribers who had been 
right in his pocket. The rest of the field 
took the hole in the fence and, in the best 
English tradition of ‘‘no blood, no tears”’ 
scurried on. 

From here, riders chose the firm going 
of the gravel road, as hounds and one of 
the whips took a parallel course along the 
south bank of the Flint River. There was a 
brief reunion of hounds and horses at 
Downey’s Bridge, because Thornville Road 
had obscured the scent. The fox had con- 
tinued east through swampy woods which 
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prohibited horse traffic, so it was necess- 
ary to detour back on the gravel for an ex- 
tra half-mile. Hounds had lost againinthe 
big meadow back of the Brooks place, 
which was just as well since a crude farm 
bridge of loose planks had to be crossed 
with caution, 

From this point the fox was more acc- 
omodating, proving we were not pursuing 
an otter, and moved to higher ground. a 
good chase through the woods ona winding 
logging trail, then out on the bare hills he 
went. Hounds were closing fast as he hit 
Mr. Colman’s gravel bank and ducked into 
a den, Although only alittle over twomiles 
as the crow flies from view to ground, the 
run lasted fifty minutes with only two 
brief checks. The going was fast and quite 
rough in spots, not to mention the fact 
that Tyrone Farm keeps the bars high for 
their beef cattle. The field was scattered ' 
along a half-mile front. Yet the contour 
of the Flint River valley and the visibility 
of the white- accented hounds and the scar- 
let coats, kept all followers invisible con- 
tact for most of the run, It was the type 
of fox hunting in which everybody shares, 
from the first flight to the tail-enders who 
are canny enough to cut the inside of the 
circle, Edward C, Parker, M. F. H.

With the Pony Club Trials concluded at 
Tetbury we come to the end of another 
season. Nocompetition could have been ar- 
ranged more successfully. I have not heard 
of any complaints of any description as 
far as the running of the show was con- 
cerned. 

But I did hear several comments- 
many adverse-on the competition itself. I 
was told that several of the competitors

had voiced criticism to their parents- 
modern self-expression I was informed. 
Rot! If the same children had had their

Similarly, if we didn’t have so much 
nonsense uttered by parents either to, or 
in the presence of, their offspring we 
should have a much higher standard of 
performance even than that we have seen 
so far at these Championships.

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and think that because their beloved brat 
has once been successful in an egg-and- 
spoon race the finer points of riding can 
all be taught in one or two easy lessons. 

Such parents should realize that until 
a child has achieved a certain degree of 
skill in ordinary riding, as well as hav- 
ing learnt to make proper use of his legs, 
he is not fit to begin to practice dress- 
age; then and then only can serious riding 
begin to be taught. 

Why then dosomany resent their child- 
ren being treated as learners, and why, 
oh why, do they interfere with advice on 
the treatment of their particular pony, or 
their oh so sensitive child? And if they 
know so much why are their children not 
already shining examples to us all? 

But to return to the more usual type 
of parents - the ones who have no use 
for this dressage business. These are well 
to the fore amongst those who visit Harr- 
ingay annually and with unbounded admira- 
tion view the delightful displays given by 
Madame Liz Hartel; in no small way they 
voice their appreciation of the changes in 
four, three, two and one time, the pass- 
age, piaffe and similar spectacular paces. 

I do not think that there would be any 
of this disparagement of dressage among 
parents if they themselves could get ona 
horse fairly frequently and prance about 
carrying out the passage of piaffe. But 
they discourage their offspring from

back if not delighted.

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learning the groundwork which eventually 
leads to the possibility of riders and hors- 
es being capable of carrying out such 
advanced and spectacular movements. 

All techniques are hard to learn effi- 
ciently, requiring long, slow practice to 
achieve a sound foundation, and all are 
more easily assimilated by the young, 
rather than in later life. 

I, in common with many, have suffered 
the hideous daily practice of scales on 
the piano, and the caterwauling of scrap- 
ing violin strings, in hopes of a future 
Myra Hess or Kreisler in the family. 
If parents can with equanimity suffer such 
agonies, surely patience whilst their off- 
spring practices, silently and peacefully, 
on a pony is not too much to ask? 


Explanation 

I should like now to examine the reasons 
for all this antagonism particularly in- 
sofar as it affects the training of horses. 
I think that the principal objection to the 
general scheme is that it takes too long 
and is not a commercial proposition, 

In my own mind I am not sure that 
this is a valid argument, particularly if 
we take into account the number of animals 
spoilt by the use of old-fashioned methods. 
Whether I canconvincingly carry my view- 
point in a few words remains to be seen. 

First of all, the one mistake that I 
am sure we make in this country is that 
a large section of people expect all hors- 
es to make hunters, another considers 
that they should all be trained for polo, 
whereas in fact, like humans, they become 
merely misfits when hurried into jobs un- 
Suited to them. 

A large number of horses do not nec- 
essarily make hunters or poloponies such 
as we should like to ride. The (apparently) 
less strenuous sphere of dressage tests, 
the training for which is definitely conduct- 
ed on more gradual lines, frequently re- 
veals the aptitudes of particular horses, 
and the jumping gradually introduced will 
generally be successful at any rate up to 
useful standard. 

It should be remembered that the real 
hunter is not trained ina short time; sure- 
ly I recollect a saying that one puts one’s 
wife on a four year old, and one’s best 


girl on a nine year old! ‘Nough said.......’ 


There really is no short cut anyway 
always admitting the brilliant exceptions 
in life which are liable to mislead the 
inexperienced. 

But we do ever hear of racehorses 
which are not raced until they are three 
years old, which again shows that some 
owners and/or trainers are capable of 
taking a long view.

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Saumur - Temple Of Equitation

To the dedicated horseman, the French 
Cavalry School at Saumur, France, is a 
high temple of equitation. The school, 
home of the famed Cadre Noir, was founded 
in 1771 in the shadow of the fifteenth cen- 
tury Chateau de Saumur in the beautiful 
Loire Valley. In the narrow cobble-stoned 
streets of the town one sees the svelt, 
black and gold uniformed figures of mem- 
bers of the Cadre Noir, the gray and red 
of the African Spahi, and the picturesque 
turbans of Moroccan troops. The whole 
colorful picture is permeated with a feel- 
ing of centuries of tradition. The same air 
of age old dignity pervades the gray 
buildings of the Cavalry School with its 
wrought iron gates and memorials to the 
*‘Cavaliers’’ who gave their lives for 
France. Also, housed in the Chateau de 
Saumur, is the unique Musee du Cheval. 
This museum, the only one of its kind in 
the world today, possesses a complete 
record of the horse from prehistoric 
times to the present, as well as various 
equestrian exhibits from all over the 
world,

One of the most impressive sights any 
horseman can hope to see is a ‘‘Reprise’’ 
(presentation of dressage movements) gi- 
ven by the Cadre Noir. In order to enter 
the manege one must have a special invi- 
tation from the Commanding Officer. En- 
tering the 215 by 75 foot manege, the 
visitor goes to a gallery where no talking 
or smoking is allowed. There in the so- 
lemn, cathedral-like silence, one is con- 
fronted by the sight of perfectly groomed 
Anglo-Arabs ridden by the impeccably 
uniformed members of the Cadre Noir 
who are known as Les Dieux (The Gods), 
Next, like a royal personage, the Ecuyeren 
Chef (Commanding Officer) enters. His 
equipment - saddle, girth and leathers of 
royal purple - is such as might be expected 


of a king or emperor. Breathlessly, the 
visitor waits for him to lead the reprise. 
Then unfolds a scene of unbelievable beau- 
ty, as horses and riders perform the ap- 
puyer, passage, piaffer, pirouette, change 
of lead at each step, and the long floating 
extended trot. The atmosphere is almost 
that of some religious ceremony, and 
throughout, one is struck by the amazing 
coordination of horse and rider. 

When the reprise is over, the dressage 
riders leave the manege and the jumpers 
enter. There before the Ecuyer en Chef,

they perform many of the same move- 
ments, finishing with the spectacular crou- 
pade, courbette, and cabriole. This is all 
done without benefit of stirrups. These 
jumpers are either Anglo-Arabs, Tho- 
roughbreds or half-breds. One is im- 
pressed by their powerful build, attributed 
at Saumur to the type of training they re- 
ceive. Jumpers are started with work at 
the pillars, which (contrary to popular o- 
pinion) is much easier on a horse thanuse 
of the dumb jockey. They are given all the 
muscle-building work of dressage and con- 
sequently are supple, handy, and well- 
mannered. One never sees a jumper at 
Saumur rushing his fences. Schooling is 
done over obstacles about three feet six 
inches in height and is continued until form 
is perfect. The horsemen of Saumur are 
perfectionists, but perfectionists who pro- 
duce results. From them, professionals all 
over the world could learn a valuable 
lesson. 

The Cavalry School at Saumur has pro- 
duced many world-famous horses and ri- 
ders, among whom are former Olympic 
champions Commandant Lesage, Captain 
Lefrant, and Swedish champion Major Rene 
St. Cyr. After his victory at the 1952 O- 
lympics, Major St. Cyr stated that he owed 
his success to the aid he received from 
Lt. Col. Margot while studying at Saumur. 
Lt. Col. Margot, Commanding Officer of 
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the Cadre Noir, is not only a greathorse- 
man but also an ariist of note and his ex- 
cellent illustrations may be seen in books 
on equitation. Lt. Col. Margot and the of- 
ficers of Saumur have always offered help 
and encouragement to horsemen of any na- 
tionality fortunate enough to spend time at 
the Cavalry School. During the months of 
April and May of this year, Lt. Col. Mar- 
got gave the benefit of his great knowledge 
of European competitions to Capt. Ro- 
dolphe Lafond, Canada’s Olympic con- 
tender for the Grand Prix de Dressage. 
French civilians alsoreceive the benefits 
of the wonderful training given by the 
School, Each year a three weeks course is 
offered free of charge to horsemen and 
horsewomen interested in studying at Sau- 
mur. Enthusiasts arrive from all over 
France to take advantage of the intensive 
training and an opportunity to ride the 
beautiful Anglo-Arabs. Sessions begin at 
8:00 a.m. and continue until noon, when 
two hours are allowed for lunch at the of- 
ficers’ mess. At 2:00 p.m. riders remount 
and continue until 4:00 p.m. As can be 
imagined, six hours a day of concentrated 
work under the guidance of experts such 
as are found at Saumur enables a horse- 
man to advance himself in knowledge, 
style and technique. Any visitor to France, 
whether he be a horseman or justa tourist 
looking for the color and tradition that are 
a part of France, will find Saumur a most 
interesting stop on his itinerary. 
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nothing less, and a dressage competition 
is a test of that training. 

Because of our interest in this latest 
riding game, a large number of continent- 
al riders have used the opportunity to in- 
filtrate amongst those taking part in this 
country, and with a great deal of high- 
brow talk give the impression to the un- 
initiated that there is something exceed- 
ingly mysterious in this dressage busi- 
ness, and infer that without their help suc- 
cess is impossible. Well, I know most of 
these people and so far I have hardly met 
one of them who was not a member of 
their pre-war national Olympic team, All 
I can say is that Poland, anyway, must 
have had a very large team. 

Only a very short time ago we lauded 
the success of our teams at the Olympic 
Games, at Stockholm, where we saw, or 
read of, the capabilities of half a dozen 
or so of our leading competitive riders, 
all of whom admit that much of their 
success was due to dressage either in 
its competitive form or as a means to an 
end in training their horses for the big 
contests; yet we still have older people 
decrying this form of exercise. 

Whether they approve or not, dressage 
will, in future, form a very important 
part of the riding career of most people 
now 16 years of age and under, so older 
people might just as well become re- 
conciled to the fact. (Reprinted by per-

went off course again. The heavy penalties 
against even the winning U, S. A. Team 
resulted from a very brief ‘‘time allowed” 
for the course. This seemed rather a 
shame for although a demand for speed 
brings out good horses and good horseman- 
ship, horses must lose jumping form if 
too great speed is asked for over a tricky 
coufse in a confined space. 

Although General Humberto Mariles 
may have lost two classes for Mexico by 
going off course, he remains a much ad- 
mired rider. His efforts on Chihuahua II 
in the Puissance, which pushed Hugh Wiley 
on Nautical to such brilliant heights, and 
his win on Tuesday over Robert Knoup of 
Chile, retains for him a place among the 
top International riders.

you to mention my new address in The 
Chronicle which is SGS, Hq, AFFE/8A, 
APO 301, San Francisco, California. 

I am the Secretary of the General 
Staff for Gen. LD. White’s 8th Army 
headquarters in Seoul. We handle the 
administrative work for the command 
echelon and all the VIP’s who seem to 
flock to Korea. The job keeps me busy 
seven days a week, but | was able to get 
out tothe races yesterday. The race course 
is located on the outskirts of Seoul and 
is inthe most dilapidated condition imagin- 
able. The ponies used are of the Mongol- 
ian type and are furry little beasts who 
look like they ought to be in some child- 
ren’s pony hunter class. Pari-mutuel bett- 
ing is conducted under the most primi- 
tive conditions and all phases are available 
such as double, combinations, etc. We had 
a most enjoyable time as the sun was 
warm and we were treated with typical 
Oriental courtesy by the local officials. 

Next week-end I plan to fly to Tokyo 








for the fall horse show at the palace 
grounds. 

There is next to no riding in Korea 
as most all ponies are used on the farms 
to pull enormous loads. The police in Seoul 
have a few mounted patrolmen to control 
the crowds. Actually there is very little 
space in which to ride, as every level 
spot has rice paddies on it. 

I am waiting for the fall meeting of the 
FEI before continuing the revision of the 
one-day pamphlet. We hear that several 
of the three-day rules will be changed and 
it would be best tohave the latest informa- 
tion for our revision. 

I will be back in the States by next 
Christmas unless the International situa- 
tion changes the picture.
